Since joining the World Wrestling Federation from the ranks of the Ultimate Fighting 
Championship (UFC) this past February, Ken Shamrock has bloodied and battered his way through 
all opponents with his brand of “No Holds Barred” fighting. This past June, during a match 
against Rockabilly on RAW IS WAR, fellow UFC legend Dan Severn made his first appearance in 
the “Big Time” when he joined Vince McMahon and Jim Ross for color commentary at ringside. 
Severn—nicknamed “The Beast” in the UFC—was one of few men ever to hold a win (albeit by 
decision) in the Octagon over Shamrock. This occurred only after Ken forced Severn to tap out in 
their preceding match. In the Ultimate Fighting realm, both competitors were bitter enemies— 
each at the top of their game and pushing to knock the other from legendary status. On that RAW 
IS WAR broadcast, millions of fans watching at home expected Shamrock to confront his former 
UFC nemesis, following his win over Rockabilly. True to their expectations, the No Holds Barred 
fighter walked to the announcing table and stood toe-to-toe with Severn, looking him in the eyes 
for what seemed a prelude to the two fighters’ exchange of fists. In a motion of respect, 


‘Shamrock held out his hand to “The Beast”, opting to put some of the rivalry the two shared 


behind them. Severn hesitated at first, but then returned the handshake after only several 
seconds. This mutual respect is not to say Shamrock and Severn are done with each other in the 
realm of No Holds Barred fighting. Their feud, although out of the Octagon, could very well spill 
into one of the hottest wars the squared circle has ever witnessed!

During a June episode of RAW IS WAR, legendary boxing great Thomas 
“Hit Man” Hearns purchased a ringside seat in the Cobo Arena of 
Detroit, Michigan, to enjoy a night of World Wrestling Federation action. 
At the start of the broadcast, Vince McMahon acknowledged the 
presence of the boxing champion, and Hearns happily signed auto- 
graphs and posed for pictures throughout the night. After hearing the 
news of the celebrity's appearance, another legendary “Hit Man’”— 
namely Bret Hart—was backstage fuming over what he saw as the 
boxing legend's “stealing” of his nickname. Later on, during an in-ring 
interview involving Bret and fellow Hart Foundation member Jim “The 
Anvil” Neidhart, the Excellence of Execution took the opportunity in front 
of a national audience to confront the fighter. After taking as much verbal 
abuse as he could stand, Hearns boldly jumped the steel ringside barrier 
and charged the ring to face the superstar who had just moments before 
called him a “thief” for supposedly “ripping off” the “Hit Man” nickname. 
The Anvil, who stepped in front of the raging fighter, was immediately 
floored after several jabs by the boxing champion. After disposing of 
Neidhart, Hearns lunged at Bret, and the four-time Federation Champion 
immediately shoved the boxer back into the restraints of several ringside 
officials. Although no punches were thrown between Hearns and Hart, 
as of press time the rivalry that exists between these two sports stars over 
their common nickname is nowhere near being settled.
